OUR GOLD KEY SUBSCRIBERS REMINISCE 


Among its 700 season subscribers, the Playhouse has four who have attended since 
1927 and who were honored last September at a luncheon when they were presented a 
Gold Key and a lifetime subscription to the Playhouse. We would like to hear from 
any others who have attended our theatre since 1930 or before. We have asked our 
1969 Gold Key subscribers to write a few words for our program and this week are 
happy to present the reminiscences of Mrs. Everett Wood of Dennis and Mr. Allen 
Shelton of E. Orleans and New York. 


Mrs. Woods writes: “I well remember the Opening Night of the Cape Playhouse 
in July forty-four years ago. ‘‘The Guardsman” was presented to a capacity audience 
and was enthusiastically received. Most of the women, and many men, were in formal 
attire and it was all very exciting. Raymond Moore, the founder, and Mrs. Hayden 
Richardson always gave a party for the cast and a few friends at Mrs. Richardson’s 
famous Sign of the Motor Car Inn on Scargo Lake following the first night’s perform- 
ance, sO we were privileged to meet many well known, talented people. Over the years 
it has been most interesting to watch the progress of the young actors and actresses 
who have made their debut on this stage. Several years ago we had a resident company 
with usually one or two stars. This was delightful as we became acquainted with the 
members and were thrilled to see them in various roles week after week. During the 
forty four years I have had the same seats for every weekly performance — missing 
only three, I think. Needless to say, I have enjoyed the many seasons here and antici- 
pate every new performance as the curtain rises.” 


Mr. Shelton contributes the following: “Over 40 years ago we came to Cape Cod 
for the summers, and soon we discovered that one of the best things to do was seeing 
the plays at the Cape Playhouse in Dennis. We found it was professional theatre and 
we have continued to subscribe for the same seats for 40 years, except for the war 
years when lack of gasoline closed the theatre for two summers. We have seen about 
350 plays here. We often go to the theatre in New York City so about half the plays 
at the Playhouse we have seen before. But it’s fun to see them again with a different 
east and many of the leading stars doing them. The lovely stage settings, dinner out 
and a 15 mile drive on 6A make our Tuesday evenings a time to look forward to each 
week.”
